SCULPTOR’S USE OF CEMENT 


Gigantic Figure of Neptune Is Work 
of Art as Well as Architectural 
Curiosity. 




At Monterosso, near Sfiezla, Italy, 
there stands an architectural curiosity 
—a gigantic flgure of .Veptiine, eoti- 
■triicted of cement and used to support 
the extreme end of a terrace for a sea¬ 
side villa. The house Is the Villa Fa.s- 
tlne, and the statue Is the work of Ar- 
rlge Mlnerbl, a talented sculptor of 
Rome. 

A small promontory on which the 
villa Is built presented many dlfUcul- 
tles to the architect, but he finally suc¬ 
ceeded In building tjiere a ver.v cora- 
mvMjInus and comfortable residence. 
The statue, which Is wonderfully life¬ 
like, la about 3.1 feet In height. The 
body, which, like the head, l.s built of 
re-enforced cement. Is hollow, and con- 
taltvs a spiral staircase, (tnnsiderlng 
the nature of the material with which 
Signor Mlnerhl had to work, he Is to 
be congratulated on the result of his 
labors.
